Ehr '433 
provides a spiral like structure that includes a bounded aperture. This spiral structure with the aperture Is used to replace the bulged 
portion of von Oepen. The location of the bulged portion does not change relative to the closest rings. Therefore, the rejection over von 
Oepen '573 in view of Ehr et aL '433 is proper. The spiral sections of Ehr and von Oepen both provide structures that allow for larger 
openings in the side walls of the stent. It would have been obvious to exchange one for the other. Ehr may be adapted to suit the needs 
of the von Oepen reference. 
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
